people, and indeed they actually refuſed 


upon an Eafter-day to give. the Sacra» 


ment to ſome Scandalous and lewd per- 
ſons, whereupon the Council of the 
two hundred being next day aſſembled, 
thoſe twa men were ſentenced to be 
Baniſhed , and preſently departed. 
The Syndicks who were the con* 
trivers of that Baniſhment were utterly 
ruined two years after 3 one of them 
that told Calvin the gates were made 


" wide enough to march out at, burtt in 


a narrow window, through wich he 
attempted to eſcape out of priſon 
another was beheaded, but the relt fied, 
and ſo ſaved their lives.

Laws were eſtabliſhed in that Church, 
the Supremacy in Spirituals as well 
as Temporals, being by a General de- 
claration afſerted to belong lolely to the 


Senate. 
Calvin Calvin lived the remaining part of y' 
des. his life in great eſteem and tranquillity 


in Geneva, and to the extraordinary 
grief of the people died the 24 of May 
1564, aged hfty four years,ten Months 
and fix days, his body was interred in 
the burying place of the plaine Pallace, 
but fince upon ſuſpicion that the S2- 
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voyards intended to dig upand inſult 
over his bones, they were removed and 
| buried within the Cloyſter of St. Pe- 
ters Church. 

The Government of Geneva. was at

In the year , 1602, Experience 
confirmed this 3 for in the ſpace of few 
hours great ſupplies of men haftened 
in time of danger to Geneva: And the 
Scalado hapned about midnight in 
the bittereſt time of Winter, yet next 
Evening about two thouſand men un- 
der ſeveral Commanders, came from 
the Neighbouring parts of Switzerland.

Hiſtory of this enterprize deſerves ſome 
mention. 

On Saturday night the twelfth of 
December , 1602, About midnight, 
the Forces of Charles Emannel Duke of 
Savvy attacqued Geneva by Scalado in 
this manner. 

The Signior D' 4lbigni the Dukes 
Lieutenant (the Duke 1n perſon b2ing 
come poſt to Champey a Village near to 
Geneva }) with twelve hundred men, ad- 
vanced towards the wall of the wity 
without any noiſe of Drum or Trum- 
pet, and an hour bcfore midnight bes 
gan the Scalado, making ule ot thrce 
Ladders moi artificially made, as may 
be ſeen at preſent in the Arſenal, one 
Father Alexandera Feſuite ſtanding at 
the toot of the midle-molt and. encour- 
aging all the Soldiers with aſſurance of 
indulgence and pardon in name of the 
Pope, though the enterprize was at+ 
tempted without the Popes knowledge. 
Two hundred and fifty were already 
got into the City before any percelv - 
ed it ; But God Almighty infatuated 
their Counci],{ceing they mightas caſt.

wounded by leaping over the walls, 
| » the City Canon having broken their 
Ladderszcarly next Morning the Coun- 
cil {ate to conſult what muſt be done 
{ with the thirtcen Priſoners, and bc« 
| cauſethe people cricd tor Juſtice, they 

were all condemned to be hanged, 

though they were not perſons of the 

leatt quality in Savoy, amongit whom 
_ Were the Barons of Sonaz, Attignac 

and Chaffardon, The Baron of Attig- 
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| nac havinga broken Legg was carried 
to the Gallows in a chair, all of them . 
pretended to be uſed as Priſoners of 
War , but the City told them they 
were traitors, Peace breakers , and 
aſlaſſins , and uſed them according]ly, 
haveing on Sunday the thirteenth of 
December about noon caufed them all 
to be harged 3 The bodies of thoſe 
that were hanged.as well asof thoſe that 
were killed in the action, were pubs ' 
lickly expoſcd until Tzeſday the hif- 
teenth of the ſame month , and then 
their Heads to the number of fixty 
ſcven cut off, and placed upon Poles, 
and thcir bodies caſt into the Rone, 
according tor the Sentence pronounced 
by the Council of fixty, who becauſe 
they themſelves had confeſſed . that 
their orders were to , kill men women 
and Children without diſtinction, and 
to caſt their bodies into the ſame Ri- 
ver, thought it juſt to do unto them, 
what they intended to have done to 0- 
thers, 

After this, the Peace being broken 
the Geneveans made feveral incurſions 
into Savoy, butin the Month of Fly | 
tollowing, by the Mediation of the 
ſcaven 


of Geneva. 


ſcaven neutral Cantons of Switzerland, 


and the Authority of the moſt Chrifti- 
an King, which (next to Providence} 
had the chief influence on the negoti- 
ation, peace was concluded betwixt 
the Duke of Savoy and the States of 
Geneva, notwithſtanding which peace, 


the Duke afterwards left no means - 


unaſſayed to ſurprize the City, but all 
his induſiry and attempts have been 
ſucceſsleſs. 

Wedneſday April the 19th. 1609. 
Signior dells Cambourcier Lord of Ter- 
rail was beheaded in the place of Mo» 
lard oppoſite to the Harbour, becauſe 
he had promiſed the Duke of Savoy 
( as he himſelf confeſſed ) to affault 
Geneva on the fide of the Harbour, for 
which purpoſe he. came to the City to 
view and mark out the place.

As to wealth, Geneva is none of the Riches, 


Richeſt, though it be Richer at preſent 
than it was before the Reformation, 
Ic is true ſome private perſons uſe their 
utmoſt endeavours to raiſe themſcl ves 
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by trading in Germany , Ttraly, Hol- 
land,Switzerland, and other Neighbour- 
ing places, but the number of Mer- 
chants is inconſiderablc in reſped of thz 
artificers and tradeſmen, 

The Trade of Bookſclling is in great 
eſtcem here, and there are ſome Book - 
icllers, who have great ſtores and va- 
riety of books , cſ{pecially of ſuch asare 
prohibited of all forts, and in all Lan- 
guagcs. by reaſon of the convenience 
of the Situation of the place, Geneva 
being as it were the centre to Germas 
ny, France and Ttaly. 

There are about ſeven or cight in 
Geneva who trade for above a hundred 
thouſand Crowns a year , ſome of 
which are worth ſo much, but trade 
not ſo openly as others do, and above 
a hundred Families who live handſom- 
ly and commoudiouſly by commerce, 
but moſt part of the Towns people are 
employed in handicraft Trades, 

Geneva hath its Laws and inſtituti- 
ons, by the Geneveans called Edicts , 
taken for moſt part from the Civil law, 
and the particular cuftomes of the 
Country, thar have been in practice 


for two, or thrce hundred years, but

1679, Mounſieur Chants was ſent 
Refident to Geneva, a man Of a low 
Stature, but hotter temper than well 
ſuited wirh his Age of threeſcore years, 
- This man having a Son in orders, and 


in expeRation of Preferment, that he 


might curry favour with the Church- 


men, and eſpecially the Court of Rome, 


| began to exerciſe his charge with ex- 
treme violence , inſomuch that not 
ſatisfied with the allowance of a Chap- 
pel in his own Houle for his private 
devotion, he wrote Letters all abour, 
inviting the Catholicks in the Neigh- 
bourhood at Geneva to come puhlickly 
to Maſs at his Houſe. 

Nor did he ftop here, but follicited 
all the Curats and Monks in thoſe parts 
to come and ſay Maſs in Geneva , and 
often employed ſeveral of the Jeſuits 
of Horne to Preach, inviting all the 
Neighbouring Cathclicks to the exer- 
ciſe.
